And whereas, the Central Government is of the opinion that ULFA has■■■- 

(i) indulged in various illegal and violent activities intended to disrupt the sovereignty and territorial integrity of 
India in furtherance of its objective of liberating Assam; 

ji) aligned itself with some other unlawful associations of North Eastern Region to secede Assam from India; 

(h) in pursuance of its aims and objectives, engaged in several unlawful and violent activities during the currency 
ofits declaration as an unlawful association;

Anci whereas, the Central Govmiment is further of the opinion that the unlawful and violent activities ihclud^— 

(i) A'il violent incidents, \^Wch are attributed to ULF A during the period from 1 st January, 2Q04 to 31 st July, 20|)6; 

(ii) killing of 148 persons including 26 members of security forces which are attributed to ULF Aduring the period 
1 st January, 2004 to 31 st July, 2006; 

(iii) ijtidulging in a spate of extortion and secessionist activities^ and endangering lives of iimocent citizens,: in 
addition to its acts of kidnaping for ransom;

(iv) embarking on a prograimne of restructuring its organizational network at grass root level by launching a qt iet 

h ut systematic drive for recruitment of fresh cadres and revamping the district anchalik and sakha committeles, 
v/hile continuing its violent and insurgent activities; ' | 

(v) making publicity wing of the organization active, which has published clandestine leaflets, magazuies 
highlighting the goal of the outfit, alleged exploitation by the Central Government and exhorting the pec^lc to 
j(3in the so-called liberation struggle and thereby subvCTting their loyalties; 

(vi) instructing its cadres to con^ile the list of police informers and govermnent collaborators and to identjily 

fcirgets for retaliatory action against them; j

And whereas, if the Central Government is also of the opiiuon that for the reasons mentioned l^ve, the activities 
of ULF A are detrimraital to the sovereignty and integrity of India and it is an unlawful association;

And whereas, if there is no iimnediate curb and control of unlawfid activities of the ULFA, it may take ^e 
opportunity to— 

(i) mobilize its cadres for escalating its secessioiust, subversive and violent activities; ' i 

(ii) openly propz^ate anti-national activities in collusion with forces inimical to India’s sovereignty and national 

integrity; - 

(iii) indulge in increased killmgs of civilians and targeting of police and security forces personnel; 

(iv) p rocure and induct more illegal arms and ammunitions from across the bord^; 

(v) extort and collect huge fimds and illegal taxes from the public for its unlawful activities; 

Nov' therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (f) of Section 3 of the Unlawful Activities 
(Prevention) v^.ct, 1967 (37 of 1967), the Central Government hereby declares the United Liberation Front of Asom (ULFA) 
alongwith all its fections, wings and from organizations as unlawfol associations; . ^ 

The Centr^J Government is further of the opinion that having regard tp the activities of ULFA mentioned aboj^re 
jind to meet tli e sustained and ever increasing-violence committed by ULFA in tile recent past against the police, the arm^d 
forces and the civilians, it is necessary to decl^ ULFA an unlawful association with immediate effect and accordingly, jin 
exercise of the powers conferred by the Proviso to sifo-section (3) of Section 3, the Central Government directs that tile 
notification sliall, subject to any order that may be made under Section 4 of tiie said Act, have effect from the date of its 
publication in the Official Gazette. !
